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LIKE FELONS. 


Panama Canal Boodlers Treated 
as Common Malefactors. 


Three Principals Arrested on Criminal 
Charges. 


DAY OF RECKONING FOR THE XENTER- 
PRISING BWINDLERS. 


German Army Bill Foredoomed to De- 
feat—Balmaceda Plotters Safely Jailed 
—Fast Time Made on an Irish Rail- 
way Train by an American Traveler— 
Spanish Sailors, Held tor Ramsom by 
Moorish Pirates—FYoreign News. 


Panis, Dec. 16.—M. Charles Aime DeLes- 
eeps and M. Maurice Etienne Fontaine and 
M. San Leroy have been arrested by direc- 
tion of the Minister of Justice, M. Bourgeols, 
for their alleged connection with the Panama 
Canal frauds. M. Henri Louis Felix Cottu, 
for whose arrestan order was also issued, 
has fied to Vienna. San Leroy is charged 
with having accepted a bribe as a member of 
the Chamber of Deputies. The charges 
against the officers of the company, on 
which summonses were previously served, 
and on which they have now been ar- 
rested, are that they have jointly 
made use of fraudulently-n.ade credits; that 
they have dissipated capital intrusted to 
them for a specific purpose; and that they 
have swindled others out of partorallof 
their means of living or their fortunes. 
These offenses come within the reach of 
seven articles ofthe penalcode. The penal- 
ties to which the heads of the Panama com.- 
pany havé@ been themselves Hable should the 
theory of the prosecution be established, are 
thus laid down: 

**Whosoever, by making use of false name, 
or quality, or resorting to fraudulent devices 
to persuade another or others of the reality 
of imaginary or of power or credit or to give 
rise to the hope or fear ofa chimerical event 
or undertaking, attempts to obtain money or 
any other property or receipts or discharges, 
is liable to one year’s imprisonment at least 
and five years at mostand a fine from £2 to 
£120. The convict may also be deprived of clv- 
fl rights from the dayon which he leaves 
the prison for five years atleast and ten years 
at*most, and be forbidden to vote at legis- 
lative, municipal or other elections, to carry 
arms oractas guardian. The accomplice Is 
lable to the same penalties.’’ 

it is noteworthy that the accused parties in 
this case are not to be tried for infractions of 
the laws regulating financial and industrial 
companies, but under articles of the com- 
monlaw. Thetheory of the prosecution is 
that the Panama affair was a swindle from 
the beginning. The original concessionaries 
are sheltered by prescription. 

The shortcomings of DeLesseps and Fon- 
taine are aggravated by the fact that they 
refused to testify before the Investigating 
Committee of the Chamber. While this com- 
mittee has no judicial powers, the refusal of 
a witness to testify is regarded as acontempt 
of law. 

Charles de Lesseps is the son of Count 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, the projector of the 
Panama Canal enterprise, and holds the 
office of Vice-Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the canal company. 

San Leroy is said to be badly implicated by 
documents and other evidence brought 
to light. San Leroy was not on the 
Panama Board. Suspicion was always 
attached to him on account of his sud- 
den change of front in the Lottery Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Deputies when the 
lottery loan was being votedon. Atfirst he 
opposed the loan, but he turned the scale at 
the last moment by votingin its favor. In 
the hearing before the Panania Investigating 
Commission a few days ago, M. San Leroy 
stated that he changed his vote in obedience 
to the wishes of his constituents. M. Monde.- 
leux,aformer Deputy, testified before the 
commission that he drafted the first report of 
the Lottery Committee of the Chamber 
against the lottery bill, and was 
amazed when the committee re- 
jected the report, owing to M. San Leroy’s 
change of front, that heresigned the chatir- 
manghip of the committee. It is understood 
that the Government had documentary 
evidence, showing the exact amount paid 
to M. San Leroy for his change of front. 

Besides making the arrests the authorities 
have searched the residences of DeLesseps, 
Fontaine, Cottu and San Leroy, and seized a 
mass of documents throwing new and im- 
portant light upon the Panama frauds and 
corruption. 

The only topic of conversation in political 
and social circles is the Panama scandal and 
the arrest to-day of several of the persons 
who are charged with being implicated in 
the affair bas caused the greatest excite- 
ment, although rumor had it last night that 
such action had been determined 
upon. Whatthe outcome willbe no one is 
‘able to predict, but it can be said that those 
who have the best interests of the 
republic at heart are deeply grieved at the 
venality and selfishness that have been dis- 
played by men in high positions, many of 
whom were sworn to preserve the honor of 
France. The papers to-day contain little of 
interest to Parisians except matter bear- 
ing upon the scandal, The mod- 
erate Republican papers congratulate 
the Government upon the energy dis. 
Pp ed by its members in yesterday's de- 
bate inthe Chamber of Deputies. The Con- 
servative members claim thatthe result of 

esterday’s vote discredits the Government. 
{/ They add thatthe Government had no real 
majority, while at the same time a mortal 
wound was dealt the Panama Investigating 
Committee by the Chamber refusing to grant 
the committe judic‘al powers. 


BERLIN BUDGET. 


THE GERMAN ARMY BILL FOREDOOMED TO 
DEFEAT. 

BERLIN, Dec, 16.—The committee of twenty- 
gix members of the Reichstag to which the 
army bill has been referred, consists of three 
Social Democrats, six Freisiunige members, 
eight Clericals, two Poles, three National 
Liberals,one Free Conservative and five Right 
Conservatives. It is believed that it will be 
impossible for the bill to obtain a majority 
ina committee so constituted, and the op-

A correspondent, referring to the German 
army bill, says he believes that a compro- 
mise will be arranged during the recess, 
giving a legal basis for a two-year service 
with about one-half of the proposed increase 
of the peace footing. Itis said that the at- 
titude of the Centrist members of the com- 
mitteee that has the bill in charge is doubtful. 

Once again Berlinis wrought upto excite- 
ment. The Paris Figaro has published a let- 
ter from Loewe & 66., the Jewish gunmakers 
to Gen. Boulanger when the latter was 
Minister of War saying that hearing he had 
sent an agent toAmerica to purchase 
the new Lebel 
rifies,they offered to furnish the French Gov- 
ernment, such machinery and asked him to 
send army officers to investigate their power 
to do so. Boulanger made no reply. The 
letter was dated, ‘‘Berlin, November, 1886.’’ 
The|National Zeitung, by no means anti-Semitic, 
but independent, showed the dispatch to 
Herr Loewe, who replied: 

**The Figaro letter is quite true, but It was 
dated 1886, whereas we only began manu- 
facturing guns for the German Government 
in 1889.°’ 

The Zeitung takes Loewe to task, saying 
that such an offer was both unwise and im- 
prudent, it being made at the time ofthe 
Boulanger agitation, when it was generally 
believed here that France would make war 
upon. Germany, in Consequence of which 
Prince Bismarck presented the Septennial 
law to increase the German army. The 
Freissinnige people at the time didnot be- 
lieve in war but even if Herr Loewe belonged 
to that party that would not have justified his 
action. The news © was at once 
conveyed to the Emperor, who was 
keenly annoyed at this further scan- 
dal, He immediately instituted in- 
guirfes and the news was confirmed from 
Herr Loewe’s own mouth, The general pub- 
lic received the news with feelings uncompll- 
mentary to Herr Loewe and Chancellor Ca- 
privi. 

Herr Loewe has made this statement as to 
the Figaro’s story of his negotiations with the 
French Government: ‘*‘France in 1886 was 
about to purchase her plant for rifle making 
in America. We sent in an estimate, but to 
our regret the orders were executed mostly 
in America. Had we received the orders 
Germany would have benefited by driving 
out of France American competition. France 
ig the only country in Europe where America 
was ableto hold her own, and there it was 
owing to pecullar political circumstances.’’

NEIGHBORING REPUBLICS. 


THE BALMACEDA PLOTTERS SAFELY LODGED IN 
JAIL. 

VALPARAISO, Dec, 16.—The prisoners taken 
Iinconnection with therecentiy discovered 
revolutionary plot are in prison under strong 
guard and are denied communication elther 
with each otheror with outsiders. The ex- 
amination of the prisoners revealed little of 
interest. They generally refused to make 
statements cOmpromising others, though it 
was foundthat the wife of Claudio Vicuna 
had been supplying funds for the plotters. 
Vicuna is going to Europe from Buenos Ayres, 
now that the plot has failed. The Conserva- 
tives in Congress intend asking for full data 
from the Government in relation tothe plot. 

A correspondent inRio Grande telegraphs 
tratthere is no doubt that the Castilhista 
chiefs have given orders that all Federal ofmi- 
cers taken prisoners shall be shot. 

On the Uruguayan frontier the troops are 
preserving @ semblance of neutrality. At 
Cacibinhas, four Federal officers were burned 
todeath. The Government papers are at- 
tacking Uruguay for allowing the Federals 
facilities and that the papers of Montevideo 
are onthe warpathand delared that the in- 
sults.to Uruguay by the Government of Rio 
Grande can only be wiped outby war with 
Brazil. 

President Herrera proposed to raise a loan 
for the purpose of buying arms and ammunol- 
tion. 

Senator Quintana has resigned from the 
Argentina Cabinet and Senator Argenoa as- 
suines the Premiership. 


MEXICAN MATTERS. 

City oF Mexico, Dec. 16.—A law authoriz- 
ing the President to grant privileges and 
concessions and make contracts witha view 
to the introduction of new industries into the 
country has been approved. It provides that 
the authorization shall last five years; that 
the period of enjoyment of privileges 
granted is not to exceed ten years; that the 
minimum capital employed by any such en- 
terprise shall be $250,000; that such capital 
shall be free of Federal taxes forten years; 
that there shall be granted the right 
of free importation of all materials, 
machinery and tools required for 
building or @stablishing a factory; that con- 
cessionares must be put under bond, for 
faithful compliance with the terms of con- 
cessions granied, and that such compliance 
is to be guaranteed by a deposit in the form 
of national bonds. 

The press here publishes a story tothe ef- 
fect that Chief of Police Leon of San Jose, 
Guatemala,recently arrested Senora Noriara, 
while that lady wason her way to Salvador, 
and conducted her to Guatemala City, where 
she was beaten to death with rods in the 
plaza before the prison. It appears that the 
unfortunate woman supported the cause of 
Salvador in 1890. 


BRITISH TOPICS, 
THE FAST TIME MADE BY AN AMERICAN IN 
IRELAND. 


Lonpon, Dec. 16.—J. 8S. Piza of Piza & 
Nephews, New York, has beaten time and 
the White Star Liner Teutonicina remarka- 
ble race. Missing the Dublin mall train for 
Queenstown, he hireda special and traveled 
the 180 miles in 200 minutes, thus eclipsing 
the fastest long distance time in England. 
The Teutonic was starting as he reached 
Queenstown. He chased it in a_ special 
steamer, telegraphed farahead, caught the 
liner and got aboard with bag and baggage, 
while all the passengers cheered. 

The American delegates to the Inter- 
national Monetary Conference are booked to 
sailon the Lahn from Southampton for New 
York on Dec, 21. It is not understood that 
there wlll be any celebration or dinners in 
honor of the occasion. . 

The recallofM. Waddington, French am- 
bassador to the Court of st. James, has been 
decided upon. 

The government will appoint a cholera sur- 
vey similar to the one of 1884 and 1886, witha 
view toward preparing foran epidemic next 
spring and summer. 

Vice Admiral Fairfax, commander of the 
British Mediterranean Squadron, to which 
was attached the battle-ship Howe, which 
stranded on Nov. 2atthe entrance of Ferrol 
harbor, will be tried by the court martial in 
connection with the stranding ofthe vessel, 
It js charged, asa commander of the squad- 
ron, it was his duty to signal the Howe, as 


that vessel was following the flagship, and 
that he failed to doit. 

Commander David L. Dixon and Capt. A. 
P. Hastings ofthe Howe were recently ac- 
quitted inthe matter by a court-martial 
held at Portsmouth, it being shown that the 
charts used on the Howe werevery defec- 
tive. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


SPANISH SAILORS HELD FOR RANSOM BY MOOR- 
ISH PIRATES. 


MADRID, Dec. 16.—The Moorish pirates who 
recently captured the Spanish schooner Icod 
and carried her crew into the mountains 
near Cape Juby, refuse to surrender the 
prisoners until ransom money tothe amount 
of. $15,000 shall have been paid. They 
threaten that, should any attempt be made 
to release the prisoners by force, they wiil 
killthem, It is highly probable that the 
Government will grant the money required 
to secure the freedom of the captives. 

A meeting of the prominent members of the 
Conservative party has been held here to 
consider the political situation. Among 
those who made addresses were Senor Cano 
vas del Castilho, lately the Prime Minister, 
who maintained that the Cabinet had not 
fallen through supporting corrupt municipal 
officials, but that their retirement had been 
caused by the discord in Parliament. He Je- 
clared that unity in the parliamentary major- 
ity had been restored, and predicted the 
speedy downfall of the Liberal Cabinet 
formed afew days since by Senur Sagasta. 
Resolutions were presented indorsing the 
views of Senor Canovas del Castilho and 
they were unanimously adopted. 

A dynamite scare has been created tn Cadiz 
by the finding of bombs In a sewer. 


DOMINION AFFAIRS. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 16.—It is learned 
here upon good authority that the Ottawa 
Government has invited the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to send a commission to Canada to 
inquire into the sanitary condition of Cana- 
dian cattle, the expenses to be borne by 
Canada. The Ministers feel that the step 
wlll result in the absolute removal of the em- 
bargo upon Canadian cattle. 

A special cable from London says: ‘‘The 
Morning Post, in the course of a long editorial 
article concerning Canadian politics, states 
that the McKinley policy of forcing Canada 
to come totermsand toagree to the American 
desire for annexation has been a failure. 
Erastus Wiman has acknowledged that from 
the traders’ point of view the McKinley tariff 
has not been a success. A true idea of the 
state of the controversy has been obtained 
from a perusal of communications between 
Gen. Foster, American Secretary of the 
ireasury, and the Hon. George R. Foster, 
the Canadian Minister of Finance. 

The Daily Chronicle, in speaking of Cana- 
dian affairs, claims thatthe De LBorcheville 
Ministry saved Canada from an awkward 
predicament at a dangerous crisis. This 
probably has reference to Mr. Mercier’s 
avowal of annexationist proclivities. 


FROM CENTRAL ASIA. 

SIMLA, Dec. 16.—Advices received here show 
that the Nizam-ul-Mulk, who recently drove 
Sher Afsaul Khan, the usurping ruler of 
Chitral, from the capital, has now regained 
all of Chitral and has requested Dr. Robert- 
son, the British representative at Chitral, to 
installhimas Mehtar. Sher Afsaul hhan, It 
is said, has fied fromthe country and taken 
refuge with the Afghans. Itis thought that 
the troubles in Chitral will now end,much te 
the satisfaction of the Indian Government. 
The Ameer of Afghanistan will prebabiy be 
called upon to explain the part he took in the 
events that ledtothe muriderof Afsaul-ui- 
Mulk, the Mehtar of Chitral, who was killed 
by Sher Afsaul Khan, when the latter 
seized the throne. 


A ROYAL MATING DENIED. 

VIENNA, Dec, 16.—It is officially denied that 
a marriage hastaten place between Prince 
Ferdinand of Builgariaand the Princess Helen 
Louise Henriette, daughter of the Count of 
Paris and cousin of Prince Ferdinand, whose 
mother is related tothe Count of Paris. 

VIENNA, Dec. 16.—It is expected that the 
scandalous developments regarding the 
Panama Canal enterprise will lead toa rap- 
prochement between Russia and Germany, 
owing to the fact that the fallof M. Rouvler, 
the French Minister of Finance, will prevent 
the Russian Government from obtaining 
loans in France.

THE BORDER WAR. 


Conflicting Reports of the Cause of the 
Recent Eattle. 

LAREDO, Tex., Dec. 16.—Orders have been 
sent to Lieut. Hediken, in command of the 
United States troops nowin the field inthe 
lower country, to repair at once to San 
Ygnacio and investigate the report that Mex- 
ican solaiers are held there as prisoners, and 
if the report be true to liberaté them at once. 


A Spanish paper published in this city denies 
thatthe fight was of a revolutionary char- 
acter, but claims thatatarecent ball at San 
Ygnacio the officers of the Mexican troops 
were invited Over and attended. Jealousies 
were aroused and,as a result, a fight took 
place. at the dance, which resulted in the 
ranchers crossing the river, whipping the 
troops, capturing the prisoners and bringing 
them backto this side, where a charge of 
disturbing the peace at the dance above re- 
ferred to was made against them. 

A dispatch from Carizzo, Tex., says the 
State troops, the United States soldiers from 
Fort McIntosh and a large posse of United 
States deputy marshals are on the trail of 
the bandits, who hadthe engagements with 
Mexican troops opposite San Yenacio Satur- 
day night. The trail leads almost directly 
north, and a courler who has just arrivedat 
Carizzo says the soldiers and deputy mar- 
shals are but a few hours behind the fleeing 
bandits. Itis generally believed that a des. 

rate resistance will be made Dy the so- 
called revolutionists if they are cornered and 
their capture attempted. There will be 
no uarter given if the Garza 
men offer any resistance. The action of the 
authorities at San Ygnacio in holding as 
United States prisoners the Mexican soldiers 
who were captured and brought across the 
river by the bandits is severely condemned 
by the American residents of this place. It is 
believed thatthe Mexican Government will 
demand satisfaction fromthe United States 
for the action. Two thousand Mexican troups 
are being rushedto the frontier to protect 
that couatry from further invasion. ‘The 
other sideof the RioGrande River,from Nueva 
Laredo tothe Matamoras, isalready well pro- 
tected by the Rurallas and Mexican troops, 
who have been on duty ever since the Garza

CHICAGO WANTS TO DICTATE A CABINET 
POSITION. 


J. W. Doane, an Aspirant for Office With 
a Pulli—Pensions Looked After by a 
Committee—Tariff Reform Urged by 
Congressman Hatch—Demands of 
Grangers— Political News. 


WaSsHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 16.—On account 
of the Illinots Democratic delegation having 
heldan informal conference yesterday, in 
which the subject of Federal patronage for 
Illinots was under diseussion, the friends of 
William R. Morrison are creating the impres- 
sion that the Waterloo statesman has 
been favored by ;the delegation for 
a place in Mr. Cleveland’s cab- 
inet. This is not correct, for no 
name in particular wasspokenof. Mr.Cable 
is in favor of Morrison, Decause he prefers 
Mr. Morrison to some of the Chicago Demo- 
crats whoare aspiring to Cabinet honors. 
Probably Morrison, on a vote of the delega- 
tion, would haveat least a majority in his 
favor. 

Senator Palmer was present at the confer- 
ence yesterday and he says distinctly that it 
dig not declare for Mr. Morrison. The Chi- 
cago members refused to attend the confer- 
ence. They say it was the tremendous work 
done by the Chicago Democrats that brought 
Illinois into the Democratic column, and 
that, therefore, it is impertinent for the 
country Democrats to claim a place inthe 
Cabinet, to which Chicago is alone entitled. 
The Chicago members are inclined to favor J. 
W. Doane, who Its one of the most 
prominent’ business men in the Windy 
City. Mr. Doane has a summer place near to 
that of Mr. Cleveland at Buzzard’s Bay, ana 
the Doanes and Clevelands have been inti!- 
mate for some years. Mr. Doane was the 
most successful collector of campaign funds 
of any man tnthe West, The Chicago men 
are also telling that Morrison did every- 
thing he could to betray Mr. Cleveland 
and prevent his nomination at Chicago, and 
it looks asthough the fight had becomea 
very bitter one. Morrison, however, has the 
advantage of a very superior literary 
bureau, for the leading papers in New York, 
Philadelphia, Ualtimore and Washington 
this morning bave leaaing articles asserting 
that Illinois has decided to ask for Mor- 
rison’s appointment to a Cabinet place. 

In looking into the affairs of the National 
Treasury the sub-committee of the.

He bad on his-desk the report for the 
week ending Dec. 4, showing that during 
the week nearly 5,000 certificates had been 
issued. 

‘*This,’’ he said, ‘‘shows we are still 
granting pensions up to the capacity of the 
Bureau. As forthe money to pay them I can 
simply say thatI have received assurances 
from the Treasury Department that there 
are funds sufficient to meet all the demands 
which the Pension Bureau can make.’’

COLORADO’S CANNIBAL. 


Alfred Packer Killed and Ate Five Com- 
panions. 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 16.—A horrible case of 
cannibalism, committed in Colorado in 1873, 
was called to mind yesterday by the hearing 
ofan argument ona habeas corpus proceed- 
ing brought by the attorney of Alfred Packer, 
whois at present servingtime inthe Canon 
City Penttentiary,charged with having killed 
and partially eaten five of his companions, 


Packer has had two trials, the first result- 
ing in his belng found guilty 
of five murders and being sen- 
tenced to hang. His attorneys ap- 
pealed his case to the Supreme Court and 
this tribunal held thafhe could not be sen- 
tenced except for maftslaughter, because the 
law relating to murder was then inoperative, 
and Packer, in accordance with this decision, 
was tried again, fuvund guilty of man- 
slaughter and was sentenced to eight years 
for each murder,each sentence to begin after 
the other had ended until forty years had 
been served. Packer has about completed 
his term of sentenceon the first charge and 
his attorneys ask his release, asserting that 
there isno such thing as accumulative sen- 
tence, 

The story of Packer’s awful crime has been 
often told. Packer and five companions were 
traveling afoot from Utah to Southern Colo- 
rado when they became lost in a snow storm 
inthe mountains. They fell short of provis- 
lons and the want of food, according to 
Packer’s story drove them crazy. Packer 
left their temporary camp fora short time to 
try and discover something toeat. When he 
returned he claims that he was met outside 
of the camp by one of the party whoat- 
tempted tokill him, Packer fired andthe 
man dropped dead. On reaching camp, 
Packer says he found his other compan- 
lons dead andapliece of oneof them was 
roasting over the fire, having been 
put there by the man who attempted his life. 
Packer’s awful. hunger was too great to 
withstand the sight offered, even though it 
was human flesh, and he ate the meat with 
great relish. He continued to camp there for 
several days afterward, living on the fiesh of 
his cgmpanions. He finally became strong 
enough to travel and at last reached civiliza- 
tion. 

It was charged at his trial that the crimes 
were committed for the purpose of robbery. 
He was arrested shortly after the crime, but 
escaped, and for ten years was at liberty 
when he was re-arrested, tried and sen- 
tenced. The Court has taken the case under 
advisement. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


Opposition to the Act Taking Definite 


‘ Ehape. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 16.—A strong con- 
certed movement has been started by the 
Chinese of the United States to resist the 
Chinese exclusfon act. Hon, Yung Wung 
Wung, formerly Commissioner of Education 
for the Chinese Government, writes 


Rev. E. R. Donehow of this city that three 
different plans of resistance have been 
decided upon. The constitutionality of the 
act wil: be first tested and the well-known 
constitutional lawyers, Joseph H. Choate 
Charles H. Seward, will have charge of the 


case. 

Then the Oriental Club of New York will 
try to arouse public sympathy through mass- 
meetings and Congress will be flooded with 
petitions demanding the repeal of the law. 
A poll tax of $1 a head will be levied on 
every Chinaman in the United States 
to defray expenses. This will mean a 
fund of over $150,000. Finally the Chinese 
Government will protest, and falling retali- 
ation willfollow. There will be no recourse 
to arms, but there will be an abrogation of 
treaty rights, all commercial communication 
will be shut off and the Government will 
cease protection to the 1,500 American mer- 
chants and the several hundred missionaries 


now in China.

Since Nov. 7 the friends 
of the noted Senator have been by his bed- 
side and his death was not unexpected. News 
of the death of the Senator was not received 
in Washington unt!l yesterday evening. A 
meeting of the Louisiana delegation in Con- 
gress willbe held to dayto make arrange- 


ments for attending the funeral which, it Is 
supposed, will be held in New Orleans. 


Randal L. Gibson. 


Committees to represent Congress on that 
occasion will be named by Vice-President 
Morton and Speaker Crisp, andthey will go 
under escort of the Deputy Sergeant-at- 
Arms. 

Randal Lee Gibson was born at Spring Hill, 
Versailles Co., Ky., Sept. 10, 1832. He was 
educated at Lexington, Ky., at Yale College 
and thelaw department of Tulane University 
of Louisiana. At the commencement of the 
civil war he was ald to the Gov- 
ernor ‘of Louisiana and became success- 
ively the commander of a company, a regl- 
ment, a bdDrigade and a division of the Con- 
federatearmy. He was elected to the Forty- 
third Congress from the Second District, but 
was denied admission. Hewas givena seat 
as a member of the Forty-fourth Congress, 
and served in that and the Forty-fifth, Forty- 
sixth and Forty-seventh Congresses. In 1882 
he was elected to the United States Senate 
without opposition and was re-elected in 
1888. His present term would have expired 
March 8, 1895. Senator Gibson was President 
of the Board of Administrators of Tulane 
University, one of the trustees of the Pea- 
body education fund and a regent of the 
Smithsonian Institution.

ONE OF THE MOST SENSATIONAL TRIALS 
| EVER RECORDED. 
| Twelve Defendants Indicted for the Crime 
_ An Unknown Woman Found Mur- 
; Gered in Denison—Suspicion Points 
to Her Husband—A City Robbed by Its 
Servantse—Various Misdeeds. 


|  AULPENA, Mich., Dec. 16.—One of the most 
_ famous murder trials which has ever occu- 
pied the attention of a Michigan court ended 
here at4o’clock this morning, when a jury 
| feturned August Grossman guilty of 
Murder in the first degree in 
having contributed to the déath of 
Albert Molitor. In 1875 Molitor resided in the 
Village of Rogers City, forty miles north of 
Alpena. He was one of tlie first settlers in 
Presque Isle County and was the foremost 
business man there. Through his efforts 
P hundreds of Germans were induced to set- 
tle in that vicinity. He was liberel anda 
often kind-hearted to his. German senters 
and neighbors, but on the whole was what ts 
termed a tyranical man. Molitor and his 
clerk were attacked in his office ata late 
hour and both were killed, receiving 
bullet wounds. For fifteen long years 
the doule murder was enshrouded in mys- 
tery, but in August, 1891,a wonderful reveala 
tion was made by William Repke. His con- 
fession was as follows: ‘‘I was born in 
Germany about forty-eight years ago, and 
Came to Americain 1871. Two years later I 
hired out to Albert Molitor and went to 
work in his cooper shopin Rogers City. My 
attention was called to farming, andI pur- 
chased a piece of land and with my family 
commenced farming, everything went 
well with me for a season. Later I 
Was plowing in my field when Andrew 
Banks cameto meand commedced talking 
about Molitor. Duringthat conversation he 
remarked that this man must be gotten rid 
of in some manner, evenif he hadto be 
Killed. Repeke said he would not be the 
one to do it. Whereupon Banks fre- 
plied that as he was aware that 
such a thing was going to be done, he 
(Kepeke) would haveto be one of the com- 
pany that would doit. Further, that in this 
country it was different from in Germany, 
and whatever twelve men agreed upon 
was found = right in the sight of 
thelaw. Ifthey killed Molitor there would 
never be anything done about it, for twelve 
of them would be held as innocent, Repeke 
had no gun, but was informed they would 
meet On a certain hill about two miles 
west of the village on a  »particu- 
far night, at which place 
and time he would be provided with a 
weapon. He didso and on arriving at the 
spot was immediately surrounded by other 
men armed with guns and revolvers. He 
was asked if he had been seen by 
Banks. He answered ‘‘Yes’’ and was then 
provided with a revolver and becamea mem- 
ber of a gang of cold-blooded murderers. 
Others came, and when the full number were 
present they proceeded to march toward the 
Village. Coming down through a ravine 
ay came uponan old barn in the midst 
a fleld just on the outskirts 
of the town. Here they divided into 
groups and started for Molitor’s store. Soon 
a shot waffired and Albert Molitor fell. His 
clerk, Sullivan, was present at the time 
and in attempting to shield his 
employer, received a wound that proved 
atal. Besides himself Repke imylicated 
August Grosman, August Furhman, Henry 
Jacobs, Carl Vogler and others, but of the 
original twelve severalghave died. Those who 
are stillliving have heretofore been re- 
garded as the last of the citizens and 
have large families who have married and 
intermarried until they jmight now justly 
be considered the elite of the county, 
Repeke’s confession lead to the arrest of 
Grossman, fuhrman, Jacobs and Vogler, 
who are the wealthiest men in the county. 
The three latter confessed upon the trial,and 
Grossman tried to prove an alibi, but failed. 
He was defended by the ablest lawyers in 
Michigan.

HIS OFFICE VACANT. 


Mayor Noonan Puts President Wal- 
bridge in a Dilemma. 


THE ACTING MAYOR NOT INFORMED OF 
HIS HONOR’S ABSENCE. 


—— 


Bt. Louis Likely to Be Without an Ex- 
ecutive Head for Several Days—The 
Motive Behind the Aotion—Delegate 
James Cronin Explains the House 
Struggle. 


This morning the messenger of President 
George Burnet carried down to Mayor 
Noonan’s office a bundle of bonds to be 
signed by His Honor. He found tbe outer 
room occupied by Permit Clerk Alex McGrew 
ana nobody in the inner office 
except Thomas Brennan, a half-grown, 
smooth-faced youth who occupied the chair 
atthe desk of his brother, Secretary James 
W. Brennan. 

**Is the Mayor here?’’ asked the messenger. 

**No.’° 

The messenger took the bonds back to the 
office of the Board of Public Improvements. 
The signature of the Mayor has to be on the 
bonds before the public work can go On. 
The messenger took the bonds to the 
Mayor’s office yesterday, and he 
will take them there to-morrow and 
each succeeding day tillthe middle of next 
week, probably. In the meantime the con- 
tractors can’t go on with their work. 

The city is without a Mayor and has been 
so since yesterday morning when Mayor 
Noonan left Sst. Louls with Secretary 
Brennan for Reading, Pa., where his father 
died yesterday. The Mayor left the city 
without informing President Cyrus P. 
Walbridge of the Cotncil, who according 
to the charter becomes the acting Mayor in 
the Mayor’s absenée, and placed young 
Brennan in charge of the office till his re- 
turn. The youth holds no official pvusition, 
and can represent the Mayor in no way ex- 
cept the use of his rubber stamp. It is be- 
lieved about the City Hall that the Mayor was 
deliberate in his failure to notify President 
Walbridge and thus provide an Acting Mayor 
for the city. The last time President 
Walbridge occupied the office he found that 
the clerks were usingarubber stam bearing 
his name, following the plan taught them by 
Secretary Brennan, and stopped the prac- 
tice, 

PRESIDENT WALBRIDGE’S POSITION, 

That angered Secretary Brennan and the 
Mayoras well, Not long afterthat, the res- 


Olution of investigation looking to the 
impeachment ofthe Mayor for drunkenness tn 
office came upinthe Council, and President 
Walbridge voted forit. The Mayor was in- 
censed,and declared publicly that Wal- 
bridge should never again sit at the Mayor’s 
desk if he could es | it. Hitherto, when the 
Mayor went away, he senta special message 
to Walbridge by Secretary Brennan, This 
time the President has got no word. Hels 
thus placed in a somewhat perplexing di- 
lemma. He may go to the City Hall and 
legally assuming the duties of the Mayor be 
charged with being officious, or he may not 
go and lay himself opentothe charge of ne- 
glecting the city’s business. Possibly the 
Mayor saw the awkwardness of the situation 
forthe President and planned to bring it 
about. 

Young Brennan was, evidently, drilled be- 
forethe Mayor left asto replies to reporters. 
He was asked to-day: 

‘*Is the Mayor in Reading?’’ 

**Ves. ’* 

**Who is the Mayor of the city?’’ 

A discreet silence was the only reply. 

**Doesn’t the President of the Council be- 
come the Mayor when the Mayor Is jabsent?’’ 

**Only when it is necessary.’’ 

President Walbridge was seenin his office. 

**Do you intend to take charge of the May- 
or’s office?’’ he was asked. 

‘*Where is he?’’ 

He was told of the Readin 
said the President, . have not 
been informed of the Mayor's 
absence, and until I[amI doubt the pro- 
priety of my taking charge of the office—un- 
less,”’’ he added, ‘‘I have occasion to be- 
lieve thatthere Is public Dusiness that de- 
mands immediate attention. Inthat case I 
should gointo the office and dispose of the 
matter.’’ 


Cronin Not After Speaker Ward. 
Whentwoorthree members of the House 
of Delegatesare gathered together, nowa- 


days, there, according to some politicians, 1s 
an important caucus whose object Is to over- 
throw the present organization of the House, 
elect James N. Cronin, the First Ward Dele- 
gate, speaker; get anew Railroad Committee 
and pass all the street rallway 
bills the hands of the present 
committee. Thereisnotruthin the stories 
of caucuses, no prospect atallof a reorgani- 
zation of the House of Delegates, and no 
foundation forthe stories except the desire 
ofthe majority of the members to get the 
railway bills before them in order to vote on 
them. The majority say that Chairman 
Thomas Bradshaw of the RaliroadCommittee 
wants to control the railway legislation of 
the House and has formed a little party in 
the committee to doit, with Committeeman 
James P. Eganand E. J. McGroarty. There 
is doubtless a good Ideal of truth in this, and 
the resentment of the members Is directed at 
this little ring of committeemen ratber than 
Speaker Ward. 

Speaker Ward does not fear that he will be 
overthrown. He said to-day: 

‘‘lam myself in favor of the Railroad Com- 
mittee reporting the bill as itis, and if the 
resolution of Mullarkey had included allof 
them I would have voted forit. But he had 
oa three of the bills in it, and that was un- 

a..”” 

Delegate Cronin. said to-day: ‘‘I’ll tell 
you all I know about that scheme 
of ours if you’ll just report what 
I say, and not make me say ‘dis’ and ‘dat’ 
every time Ilopen my mouth. Some of those 
fellows that are doing that think they are 
funny, butthey ain’t. All we want in the 
House is those railroad bills from the com- 
mittee. There are a dozen of them. Scullin’s 
bill ain’t the most important. There’s 
the Manchester road bill that 
Tom Kaye wants, ana Anderson 
and Jim Carlisle. committee’s 
gotthem all bottled up there. You can see 
how those fellows are doing yourself. We 
calla meeting ofthe Rallroad Committee, 
andthe ratiroad mencome tothe City Hall 
to goout with us, citizens all along tue line 
waiting, and then McGroarty and Tom Brad- 
shaw don’t show up and we are left standing 
there like fools, maps, bills and blue prints 
all locked up in the desk where we can’t 
get at them, The committee just 
wants to hold back all the bilis and shove 
Jim Campbell’s bill along, and we won't let 
them doit. If they don’t report those Dills 
jhe ad night, they’ll hear something

No Excitement at Headquarters of the 
Trust. 

PEORIA, lll., Dec. 16.—The flurry in whisky 
circles occasions less excitement here at 
headquarters, the home of the dominant 
cattle feeders’ company, than it does 
abroad. The great market centers feel 
the pressure of the movement on stocks 
and product to a far greater degree than 
the city that practically controls the 


output. The fact that whisky can be made 
with comparatively little manual labor and 
the increased capacity means more tothe 
local revenue office than it does to the laborer 
or anyone else between the Government and 
a sagacious stockholder.

Rev. John Lancaster 
Spalding, Bishop of Peoria, Ill. He re- 
ceived the votes of all the suffragans, 
but not the vote of the Archbishop 
who remained true to his first and iast 
choice, Vicar-General Brady. But he did not 
insist on Fr, Brady. On the contrary,several 
of the suffragan bishops have said that he 
urged the claims of hiscandidate with less 
vigor than either of the bishops displayed in 
their pleas for Spalding. And this is the 
most remarkable incident of the council. The 
aged but mighty-minded prelate who has ever 
been faithfnl to the stern and menacing 
mottoon his escutcheon, ‘‘Do not irritate 
the lion,’’ submitted meekly, it is claimed, 
to defeat and did not,as had been preaicted,

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WHO I8 TO BLAME? 


In his speech at the Stone banquet last 
night Mr. John C. Wilkinson, a represen- 
tative business manand President of the 
Business Men’s Democratic Club, empha- 
sized the point made by the Post-DIsPaTcH 
that the citizens themselves are responsi- 
ble for the corruption of city politics and 
the dishonesty and mismanagement in 
municipal affairs. He laid the responsibil- 
ity particularly upon the business men, 
and asks: ‘*‘Do not 40,000 unvoted votes 
in this city show that the business man 
has remained at home?’’ 

Mr. Wilkinson hit the nail on the héad 
in this question, but while giving sound 
advice to citizens with respect to voting at 
the primaries and in the elections, he finds 
excuse for the men who by neglect of 
the duties of citizenship hand over the 
public funds and the government to 
thieves, thugs and unscrupulous politi- 
clans. He says that the business man will 
not take time to listen to discussions of 
public questions, and seeing city politics 
in the hands of men whocare nothing for 
the public good and only seek the spoils, 
he takes another direction. He asks: 

Is he wholly to blame? Is it strange that 
while the scourge of Asia has reached our 
shores, and disease unchecked breathes 
pestilence inthe faces of our children and 
desolation in our homes, with aéath and the 
doctors disputing whether it’s in the water 
pipes or in the sewer, that good men in our 
party, reading the reports of the Grand- 
juries, have become estranged and ceased 
to exercise the right of suffrage?

Mr, Cleveland’s defense of economy and 
plea for low taxation is met by the queer 
argument that public attention should be 
directed to expenditures rather than to re- 
ceipts; that it does mot matter much 
whether taxation is burdensome or not so 
long as the money collected from the peo- 
ple is honestly spent, 

This view is rather attractive to people 
bursting with patriotism of the jingo 
variety, They incline to the belief that as | 
this is a billion dollar country something 
should be done to make the fact conspicu- 
ous. Lavish expenditures are desired be- 
cause they signify wealth and power, and 
so long asthe revenues are properly au- 
thorized and honestly spent no limit 
should be placed upon display. Besides, it 
is argued that great public works are nec- 
essary and costly, and the more revenue 
there ig the better can Government per- 
form its functions. 

But our Government was not instituted 
to make a display or scare the life out of 
the rest of the world by an exhibition of 
power and wealth. It was established to 
insure to the individual all his rights, pro- 
tect him in the possession of his earnings 
and guarantee him against the encroach- 
ment of his neighbors. It does not cost 
much to perform these simple duties, and 
the individual himself need not care 
whether the Yankee nation can whip all 
creation or not. National dignity is often 
a very artificial virtue. 

Moreover our experience on two or three 
occasions shows that a surplus is very 
easily handled and very easy to get at. 
An overflowing treasury is simply a place 
to plunder and it always is plundered, as 
witness the onslaught of Raum and the 
bounty men. 

Parsimony, even niggardliness, is the 
safest policy for afree people. No more 
should be taken from the individual than 
is absolutely necessary to keep the Govern- 
ment going, and when it comes to a ques- 
tion between a surplus and a deficit the 
latter is preferable, provided it results 
from insufficient revenues rather than ex- 
travagant expenditures.

THE PLACE WHERE THE BANKS DAILY 
EXCHANGE THEIR CHECKS. 


Large Increase in Clearings During the 
Past Few Weeks ~ The Troubie the 
Young Bank Clerks and Messengers 
Make forthe Secretary — System of 
Fining—Method of Operation. 


The duties of Mr, Edward Chase who pre- 
sides overthe St, Louis Clearing-house As- 
sociation, are a queer combination of re- 
sponsiDilities of foancier and 
the petty trials’ of a schoolmaster. 
Mr. Chase’s head is full of statistics, 
He could talk figures to you by the hour, and 
a scratch of his pen transfers from one bank 
to another balances which are fortunes in 
themselves... Heisthe genius of the institu- 
tion which ranks among the first of its kind 
in the United States, and whose transac- 
tions are the business pulse of the city. 

During the past three weeks the clearing- 
house figures have been very high, indicating 
a business greater than at any former period 
im its history. Daily transactions have 
averaged considerably over $4,500,000. 
Last week the total figures were 
$28,200,000, and week before last 
they reached $28,850,000. These figures startle 
the ordinary imagination, and the institu- 
tion which handles them in an hour daily is 
awe-inspiring. But after all the clearing 
house is a very simple affairand a visitor to 
the rooms away up in thetop of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange building beholdsa scene 
very different from any he had pictured in 
his mind. 

THE METHOD OF OPERATION. 

The members of the association are the 
great banks of &St. Louis. A paid up capital 
of $150,000 is a requisite of membership, and 
there are few on the list who do not double 
this, while many multiply it by 
tens. These facts cause the outside 
world to 100k upon the Clearing- 
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The Dreaded Blackboard. 


house Association as a body of grave and 
elderly men, and their meetings are sup- 
posed to be as dry and devoid of life as the 
deliberations of as 4 other business body. 
But while it is true that the members are the 
first business men of the city, the proceed- 
ings upin Mr. Chase’s class-room are not 
always dull. Almost all the banks send 
clerks and messengers to represent them, 
and at 10 o’clock in the morning the room Is 
filled with youngsters ranging in age from 
17to MB years. Mr. Chase is called ‘‘the old 
man,’’ and his ruies are very strict. 
He takes his place behind a high 
desk fronting the circle of desks oc- 
cupied by the clerks. A school teacher’s 
bell is before him, andhe has frequent use 
fora gavel. Theclerks and messengers are 
so full of life that it is almost impossible to 
preserve order, even under the following se- 
vere rules laid down in the by-laws of the 
institution, which are strictly enforced.

AND GUILLOTINE ASSERT THE 
LAW’S MAJESTY. 


_ Sames Slavin, Alias McMahon, Hanged at 
Cornwall, Ontario—Reocklessly Cool to 
the Last—“ Mons. de Paris” Deals With 
Bugene Crampon, a Double Man- Killer 
—~A Tragic Scene. 


CORNWALL, Ontario, Dec. 16.—James Slavin, 
Glias McMahon, was executed here this 
morning at 7:45. The execution was wit- 
messed only by the press, the medical pro- 
fession and a few private citizens, fifty per- 
sonsinall. The doomed man’s father paid 
him his last visit Wednesday. His unfor- 
tunate son bore up wonderfully well during 
thé conversation, maintaining the same 
marked indifference he has shown since his 
incarceration. The conversation between 
the two was very brief and when the heart- 
broken parent was being taken away the son 
said; 

**Good-by, my poor old father.’’ 

Siavin sent for several of hisold friends to 
bid them a last good-bye. During his con- 
versation with one, he frequently referred 
to the shooting of Davey, saying: 

“Iam sorry Ishot poor Jack, but had I 
shot Lefevre and Lefess I would have died 
with a good heart. However,I was worked 
up to such a pitch that, had it been my best 
friend that tried to effect my arrest the 
consequence would have been the same.’’ 

Slavin talked freely duringthe night with 
the guards, and carried on in a boisterous 
manner. He arose about 5:30 and partook of 
@ light breakfast, At7:35 Hangman Radcliffe 
entered the cell. Slavin made no resistance. 
His hands were pirioned, and at 7:40 the 
marchtothe scaffold was begun. At 7:42 
Slavin appeared very weak when the noose 
was placed over hishead, He said: 

**Well, good by, gentlemen.’’ The signal 
was given and the unfortunate man’s body 
bounded fromthe earth. Death was instan- 
taneous. The body was cut down ten min- 
utes afterward and interred in the Court- 
house yard in a rough box. Slavin main- 
tained his wonderful nerve to the last and re- 
fused to see any spiritual adviser. 

The crime for which Slavin was executed 
here to-day wasthe killing of Constable J. 
R. Davey,on Sept. 5, last. Slavin was 24 
years old and wasanative of this town, his 
father being a pensioner of the British Gov- 
ernment, having been through the Crimean 
and Chinese wars. Slavin left home in 1885 
and. worked on the Sudbury divi- 
sion of the Canadian Pacific road, 
He returned to Cornwall several 
times, and one circumstance which was 
marked was that he always carried a loaded 
revolver. During one of his visits in Janu- 
ary, 1890, he held up a man named Mc- 
Cracken, and robbed him of his watchand 
money. During the next winter he was 
heard of at Brandon, Manitoba, where he 
tried tocommit suicide by shooting himself 
inthe chest. Then he drifted to Chicago, 
ana returned tothis pluce for the last time 
on Sept. 5. He had then degenerated into a 
**tough’’ and desperado. On the night of 
his return he became engaged ina fight with 
a notorious ‘‘tough,’’ named Black Dia- 
‘mond Roach. A young man named Antoine 
Lefess attempted to separate the 
combatants, and was shot by Sla- 
vin in the breast. Slavin then 
fied, and was met by Consta- 
bie Davey, who attempted to arrest him, 
with the assistance of a man named Lewis 
Lefevre. The latter caught Slavin, and while 
holding him was shotin the left shoulder. 
Slavin then broke away, only to be seized by 
Pavey. He pointed his reyolver straight at 
the Constable's breast and fired, the bullet 
my through the ofmicer’s body, killing 
iiminstantiy. Slavin was captured by the 
crowd and narrowly escaped lynching. His 
trial took piace on Oct. 18, when he was con- 
victed and sentenced to death. Lefess and 
anc Lefevre both recovered trom tbeir 
wounds. . 

DOUBLE MURDERER GUILLOTINED. 

PARIS, Dec. 16.—Eugene Crampon,the mur- 
derer of two men, this morning paid the 
penalty for his crimes, and the Canaille that 
gathered to see his execution greatly enjoyed 
the spectacle afforded by the miserable 
wretch as he was literally carried tothe gull- 
lotine. It was generally known that the ex- 
ecution would occurin the Place de la Ro- 
quette this morning, and long before day- 
light the crowd beganto gather. Rude jests 
were bandied and the usual scenes that make 
disgraceful the carrying out of the death sen- 
tence in Paris were enacted. Just asthe 
gray of dawn was appearing a 
large van drew up in the Place 
de La Roqguette which immediately joins 
the prison. Several men alighted and bit by 
bit the engine of death was hauled out and

long practice. After all were in readiness 
the executioner, Diebler, tested the knife 
and found that it worked to perfection. Then 
he disappeared intothe prison while a body 
of gendarmes stood on duty about the square 
to prevent the too curious crowd from ap- 
proaching the _ gulllotine and to preserve 
order when the victim was brought out of the 
prison. 

At exactly 7 o’clock the prison doors swung 
inward and the procession could be seen ap- 
proaching. Crampon, who was in an agony 
of fear, was supported by wardens and ac- 
companied by a priest, who as he walxed 
read the services for the dying. ‘The guillo- 
tine loomed directly ahead ofthe littie party. 
It was only a few steps from the prison. 

After walking a few feet Crampon raised 
hiseyesand sawit. With a terrible. shriek 
he threw himself backwards and 
fall to the ground. All efforts to 
induce him to rise were fruitless and he 
groveled on the flagstones, begging most 
piteously for his life. 

To a person ofany sensibility the scene was 
one of the deepest horror, but the crowds of 
roughs and abandoned women took the 
keenest delight in witnessing the abject fear 
and listening to the frantic appeals of the 
murderer. It became necessary for the exe- 
cutioner’s assistantsto lift Crampon to his 
feet, but even then he hung limp tn their 
armsand they were compelled to carry him 
to the guillotine. While someof the assist- 
ants supported, others quickly bound him 
and threw him against the bascule. Even 
then, while bound to the plank, he did not 
cease his struegles. His contortions were 
terrible, but they did not last long. The 
bascule was dropped into place and the as- 
sistants shoved it forward until Crampon’s 
neck restedinthelunette. [hen ‘‘Monsieur 
de Paris’’ attired as usual in the conven- 
tional frock coat and silk hat, touched the 
spring holding the knife. Slle nt! yandlikea 
streak of light the bright bladefe 1 and Cram. 
pon’s head dropped into the open Dasket 
awaiting it. 

The execution was the most horrible one 
that has been witnessed in Paris in many 
years. Thecrowd, highly pleased with the 
entertainment the State haa atforded them, 
dispersed iaughing and joking with each 
other. 

Crampon was an old offender against 
law. On the night of March 8 last he, 
company with two accomplices, went to 
billlard-room ofa wineshop in the Rue 
Denis. They brokeinto an adjoining room 
and were plundering it when the landlady ol 


the place entered and surprisedthem. The 
woman gaveanalarm, and the thieves fled, 
A number of men followed themand were 
gaining upon Crampon, when heturned and 
shot two of them dead and woundeda third 

He was ultimately captured, but his accom- 
plices escaped.

Al Would Like to Be Named as the 
Publio’s Favorite—The Verdict Is En- 
tirely in the Hands of the People—The 
Best Man Will Win—Conditions of the 
Contest.

HAS A SMOKE CONSUMER. 


President Ecullin’s Defense in the Suit 
Against His Company~—The Courts. 

The smoke nuisance case against the Union 
Depot Railroad Co. andthe Mound City Rall- 
road Co. was called fortrialin Juge Fisher’s 
court yesterday afternoon, The suit is in the 
nature of injunction proceedings brought by 
Jacob Christopher, Willam D. Simp- 
son, Given. Campbell, Leicester Bab- 
cock and Carl Daenzer to retrain 


the defendant companies from running their 
boilers with the smoke-stack attached at 
the power house on the southeast corner of 
Geyer and Jefferson avenues. The plaintiffs 
complain that itis a nulsancetothe property 
owners living in the vicinity, and ask the 
Court toabateit. Mr. John Scullin was on 
the stand yesterday and explained the gen- 
eral working of the electric system and the 
necessity for the use ofr the smoke-stack 
against which complaint ismade. He stated 
that he had in conjunction with the engineer 
oF the company visited a number of piaces in 
this city and also in Chicago where the latest 
smoke consuming devices were in operation, 
and this led the company some 
time ago, subsequent to the com- 
plaints made in this case, to adopt 
the Hutchinson steam jet consumer which 
absorbed about 70 per cent ofall the smoke. 
He said it was still in operation and the 
nuisance complained of virtually abated. 

The trial of the case was resumed to-day, 
and several experts put on the stand to tes- 
tify to the benefits derivea from the use of 
the consumer. 


A Suit for Heavy Damages. 


The $25,00) damage suit of Mrs. Julla K. 
Och against the Missouri, Kansas & Railway 
Co., the trialof which was begun in Judge 
liarrison’s court yesterday, was resumed to- 


day. The plaintif’ was injured by a venti- 
lating window of acar of the defendant 
Company falling on her head and 
seriously injuring her while she was on her 
way from Gainesville, Tex., to Sedalia, Mo., 
in October, I1S91. 

The porter of the car was pulling down the 
ventilators in the upper partofthe car,when 
ne jerked one too hard, it,is claimed,and it fell 
on Mrs. Och’s head. She was rendered un- 
conscious and badly cut on the head and 
face. At Sedalia. she was taken in charge by 
the physician of the company and her 
wounds dressed. She was informed, she 
claims, that her wounds were so slight 
that she would suffer no inconvenl- 
ence from them in the future and onthe 
representation, she alleges, that she was 
signjng a receipt for $10 for any expenses in- 
curred by the delay, she signed what subse- 
quently appeared to be a release of all claims 
for damages against the company. On 
her way to St. Louls from 
Sedalla she was taken sick onthe train and 
suffered froma miscarriage. AS a result of 
this a subsequent surgical operation had to 
be performed on her in this city by two 
doctors. 

Sheis in consequence, broken in health 
and spirits and claims it was all attributable 
to the above accident near Sedalia. Yester- 
day she taintedin court and to-day she had 
to be assisted to the witness stand by her 
husband,

Catholic Bishops United Against the 
Papal Emissary. 


DENIAL THAT HIS EDUCATIONAL PLAN 
WAS ACCEPTED. 


Reports of the Conference of Archbishops 
in Baltimore Misleading—The Holy See 
Not Well Informed ofthe Wishes and 
Needs of the Church in America—Re- 
ligious News. 


BALTIMORE, M4d., Dec, 16.—Catholic officials 
claim the published reports give a misleading 
summary of the authorized abstract of the 
proceedings of the recent meeting of the 
Catholicarchbishops. Some of the most im- 
portant parts of the summary are omitted 
altogether. After Archbishop Satoili had 
stated thatthe Pope desiredto have a per- 
manentapostolic delegation established in 
the United States with the concurrence of the 
archbishops, the official proceedings state 
that he was informed at the third session on 
Nov. 17 thatthe metropolitans did not feel 
warranted intaking any action in so im- 
portant a matter until they had taken coun- 
sel with their suffragansin view of serious 
difficulties connected with the subject. 

‘*It is well known that Cardinal Gibbons 
and allthe bishops are now, and have been 
allalong, very much opposed to any such 
papal official being sent here,’’ says an au- 
thority on Catholic affairs, ‘‘and it is not 
likely that ome will disregard their pro- 
tests. After the most reverend delegate had 
read his fourteenth proposition on the 
school question, the archbishops adopted 
the two resolutions of Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadeiphia, which substan- 
tially reaffirmed the decree of the Baltimore 
Councllon that issue. Nowhere does the 
official report say that they approved of the 
fourteen propositions. They requested 
changes in them, which were made and at 
the last session of the council, Mer. (Satolll 
gave further explanations, and promised to 
send documents amended to the prelates. 
But there is not one word about the accept- 
ance of Mgr. Satolli’s document; on the con- 
trary, all the private reports being that the 
archbishops rejected it.’’ 

Archbishop Ryan’s organ,oficial the Phila- 
delphia Carholic Standard speaking yesterday 
of the conference, said inan editorial en- 
titled ‘*Attemptingto Mislead the Public,’’ 
as follows: 

‘*aAshad been anticipyted, the subject of 
Christian education came up. Mer. Satolll 
presented a series of fourteen propositions 
on the subject. But prior to deliberating on 
them the archbishops preferred to consider 
the reports which they themselves had 
drawn up in accordance with Instructions of 
the holy see, and after consultation with 
thelr respective suffragens. They unanl- 
mously adopted two resolutions, of- 
fered by the Most Rev. Arch.- 


| bishop of Philadelphia, which resolutions 
olant themselves fairly and squarely upon 
the decrees of the plenary counclis of Baltl- 
more; they refer definitely to these decrees 
and contain specific directions for giving 
more practical effect to these decrees.’’ 

Since the New York meeting Archbishop 
Corrigan wrote as TIollows iInaietter dated 
Nov. 27 to Fr. Doyle, the Paulist, commend- 
inzvan article the father had writtentothe 
Catholic World: ‘*The facts which you pre- 
sent soclearly and so conctsely furnisha 
new proof—if any were needed—of the in- 
sufficiency of merely secuiar education. The 
experience of England, Australia, France 
and Italy is a counterpart of our own,’’ 

Archbishop Gross and Archbishop Elder 

have been quoted as saying that Satolli’s 
fourteen propositions are not indorsed by the 
Board of Metropolltans. Beside these two 
topics, the oficial report states that the 
soard of Metropolitans at the third session 
commended the educational exhibit atthe 
(Chicago World’s Fair and then refused to 
allow a married Greek priest to ofmfclate 
among the United Greeks living here, urging 
that this work shouldgbe given to the Basll- 
lun fathers. 

At the fourth sessiona refutation of some 
of the statements of Herr Cahensly on the 
perversion of immigrants was sent to Kome, 

Atthe fifth session the question of secret 
societZes was taken up. As there wasa dl- 
vision of opinion a committee was ap- 
pointed to gather all information in the mat- 
ter and send it to the Pope for final settle- 
ment, 

The Archbishop of Chicago was authorized 
to send out the official call for the Catholic 
Conference in Chicago at the proper time. 

Bishop Keene, rector of the Catholic Uni- 
versity, was commissioned to select twenty 
Catholic speakers to attend the parliament 
of religions to expound Catholic doctrines. 
The proposition to beautify the Cure of Ars 
was commended and an adjournment was 
taken to meet in Chicago, Sept. 12, 183. 


RLAINE’S RELIGIOUS VIEWS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 16.—A resident of 
this city who has been an intimate friend of 
the Blaine family for years, speaking of Mr. 
Blaine’s religious views, said that he con- 
sidered that the great statesman wasa Con. 
gregationalist, which was Mrs. _ Blaijne’s 
creed. Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Blaine were 
regular church-goers, but whenever they 
did go it was, as a rule, to a chucrh 
of that denomination. When Mr. 
Blaine was at Bar Harbor he went 
tothe Congregational Church, and while at 


Washington he did the same. Miss Hattie 
Blaine, the unmarried daughter, 
and Mrs. Walter Damrosch, the friend says, 
areregular, attendants at the Episcopal 
Church, and Mrs. McCormack isa strict 
Presbyterian, while Mrs. Coppenger is a 
Catholic. ‘‘Furthermore, I have been in 
every roomof the Blaine household, and I 
have never seena thing that would sug- 
gest to me that Mr. Biaine is a Roman 
Catholic. ‘*Therets not a crucifix or any 
other Catholic symbol inthe home.’’

The news 
of the reconciliation has produced the happ!- 
est impression at jthe Vatican, where Fr. Mc-

can be statedon the highestauthority that 
the Pope has given special powerto Mar. 
Satolli, His Holiness’ ablegate in America, to 
settle the case. 

The latest reports received at the Vatican 
from America have caused surprise and 
vexation at the opposition that has com- 
menced against the results of the conference 
recently held in New York and the propos- 
als submitted by Mer. Satolll. The Pope, 
Cardinal Bampolia, Papal Secretary of State, 
and Cardinal Ledochowsk!i, Prefect of the 
Propaganda Fide, express displeasure at the 
course church events are takingin America, 
and his holiness will shortly take decisive 
action to bring the divisions to an end.

It must have broken Johnny McCafferty’s 
heart to have lost his 2-year-old colt Reese. 
The youngster injured himself in his stall at 
the winter quarters of the stable near Colum- 
bus, Ga., and hadto be shot. Telegraphic 
dispatches say McUafferty valued the animal 
at $15,000, but those who know just 
what hopes he had centered in the 
fleet little 2-year-old say ne would not have 
parted with him fo? twice that price. 

Reese was by Enquirer, out of Glenview, 
and was bred by Gen. W. H. Jackson of the 
Belle Meade stud. McCafferty bought bim as 
a yearling at the regular Belle Mead sale in 
1891, the same year he secured Helen Nichols, 
Hugh Penny and Bo Peep, and named the 
youngster after Capt. James H. Reese, the 
Memphis steamboatman, who isalso one of 
the officials of the Memphis Jockey Club. In 
his preliminary work as a yearling, during 
the fall of 41891, and as a 2-year 
ola’ the early part of last year, Reese 
demonstrated remarkable speed, such indeed 
that his owner became convinced that he 
would be the prize of his 2-year-old collection 
ot this year. Unfortunately, however, the 
youngster accidently injured himself in some 
manner shortly before the opening ofthe 
spring campaign this year anc McCafferty 
had to turn him outand not race him during 
the season. If he wasas fast as Helen Nichols 
and McCafferty is reported to have stated 
that he was the chances are that if this 
yourgster had been raced this season, he 
would have come pretty near ranking with

Taral has no mustache to wax 
and does not swell and strut around the 
grand stand, yetapplause pleases him im- 
mensely, and never tails to open his eyes a 
little wider and stretch his mouth in a broad 
grin. But he is nearly always laughing. He 
never wears a solemn visage. Even when 
defeated in a great contest he dismounts 
siniling and shakes his head at the winning 
horse, as ifto say: ‘*‘Old fellow, you’rea 
00a one; I’d like to have been on yvur 
vack.’”’ itisa common remark on the race 
course: ‘*‘It Taral had been on the other 
horse he’d have won;’’ orin a close finish, 
‘*Varal could have won with either.’’ He 
has to-day tte largest following on 
the turf, because of his bonesty, his 
ability, his good nature and general good 
sense. Heisnot a graceful rider. His legs 
are most too short, and no short-legged man 
jooks wellon horseback. He uses a short 
rein, though not so shortas Garrison, who 
tries to take his mount bythe jaw. ‘Tara! is 
an excellent judge of a horse’s abilities, and 
his tips seldom go wrong. When hesaystoa 
friend, *‘l’ll win,’’ itis generally safe to put 
down abet. Then, again, Taral seldom falls 
to ride out his mount for third place. He is 
the best of the jockeys for the one-two-three 
bettors.

STOLEN LOVE LETIERS. 


Sensational Development in the Suit 
Against Candyman Plows.
